A. BACKGROUND 


1. American citizens FRANK RANDALL TERKUGI BCMBATC H end CHARLES HORA'AN 
IAZAP V v/sre accurately Investigated by officials of the Military bJollIgcr.ro Service 
In order to establish cans cf their death cs a special deference to the American 
F-mbcsy. 


2. Availcblo information on both nenora lecds to the conclusion thef they wero 
Involved In extreme leftist movements In our country, v/r,Icb they supported both 
materially end ideologically. 

3. It Is necessary, furthermore^ to indicate thet availcble end vroil supported data 
evidence existence of cn ojganlzctlon United to North caasrl can residents In cur 
country, with connections in the rest of tho countries in the Continent end tad worn 
the U.S., which bets undertaken cn offensive campaign tending to obtain tho 
following fundamental objectives: 

o. Help extremists ami political leaden of the former government leave 
the country. 

b. Carry out a campaign to discredit the Junta de Gebiermv intending 
tlmough these action^ to impede economic or any other assistance horn the U.S. 
to our country, 

c. Discredit diplomatic procedures of the Amorfccr. Embassy in Chiles 
alleging that theso have been week end have permitted military ection against 
Northamericcn citizens residing in Chile. 

Tiiis situation is related with the citizens HORA'AN end TERRUGI since 
there era concrete reasons to believe that ct least the letter belongs ta sold 
organization. 

4. On the partlcipction of armed forces in the coses referred t<v the following 
has boon proved: 


a. Tiict FRANK TFRRUCI was actually detained end taken to the Notional 
-t odium Lut subsequently he was set free and thet his decease occurred while lie was 
out of military or police control. 

b. In fns case of IlIDftfAAh^ it has not been possible to prove fho 
effectiveness cf his detention by military or police forces as no registration eppsan 







on him in tho pertaining UnJt> ncr on any list of arrested people In cny circumstances 
In the Motional Stadium. 

c. To this respect/ It cen be stated that his classification during the 
Investigations performed was "disappeared 1 ' and efforts to Icecie him wens based on 
this feet. 

d. Avail ci>le information shovsthat Mf. Hormcn may have been detained 
by military personnel ct his domicile located In whet has been ncrod "Dolt Vicufia 
M, Gehenna", but this sltuctlcn is connected with elements that present cm abnormal 
picture of the situation since these uniformed persons supposedly ctrivad In a civilian 
true!* without identifying tiiemsslvcs and v/ithcu? leaving any chcumer.taticn cn 
secrchinrcv thus clearly treesgrossing regulations in this respect. 

5. In viev/ of tta above* action of the Service^ which in all times contacted the 
parents and wife of Mr. I fcrmrav v/cs aimed at finding this citizen since ho wes 
classified cs "disnppi&cred". Thuv his decease v/cs finally proved after accurate 
studies on identification by means of fingerprint tests end after finding th ct his 
corpse belonged to one cf the non-idantified persons turned Into the lego! *

8. CGNCLUSSICNS , 

1. in accordance with tho above datrv it con be concluded that both American 
citizens died white cut of military control. 

2. If can also be concluded that during period 11 to 20 September/ snipers end 
guerilla actions in Santiago had to be suppres^d by feresv during those actions It 
was verified thnt extremists figltfing against civilians were responsible fer killing 
people with weapons of a similar cr crjual cell her to these used by milltay forces 
end thsrofere this fact must not be dismissed cs a possible cause for death of both 
American citizens under reference. 

3. Central on persons during those day% especially cn people who had been 
detained, escape to tho responsibility cf MJlitcry Authorities Frenzsptlcns 00 
cny criminal action by these forces must be discarded cc they wero under cermend 
of responsible officials with strict liisiructions in this respect.
